Washington, April 30.—(Special.)— 
Unbiased political experts in Wash- 
ington tonight unanimously agree that 
Woodrow Wilson has been swept per- 
manently out of the running in the 
nomination contest. The smashing 


blow dealt him yesterday in Colorado 
would he enough to clinch his fate, 
were it not even for the similar de- 
velopments today in Florida and Mas- 
sachusetts. Colorado was one of the 
far-westérn states, assumedly in love 
with “isms,” and therefore conceded to 
Wilson along with Washington and 
Oregon. 

But even Colorado defeats the New 
Jersey governor. And, the politically- 
wise ask, if he cannot carry a state 
that leans farthest toward extreme 
doctrines, how is he.going to carry 
a middle western or eastern state, 
where the democracy has a fighting 
change on sane principles? 

Wilson Loses Massachusetts. 

At this hour the New Jersey gov- 
ernor’s turn-down in Florida and Mas- 
sachusetts apears to be as emphatic as 
in Colorado, Telegrams received by 
Florida congressmen 
early returns ind@fcate that Underwood 
has literally wiped up the former col- 
lege president in the “Land of Flow- 
ers." In Massachusetts, where the

Washington, April 30.—The_ house to- 
day aided the natipnal good roads 
movement by passing a provision In 
the postoffice appropriation bill which 
would grant a subsidy to all highways 
used in the rural free delivery mall 
service.. These roads would be divided 


into three classes, with subsidies of 
$25, $20 and $15 a mile. It is estti- 
mated the cost the first year would 
be $16,000,000 to $18,000,000. 

The amendment offered by Represent- 
ative Shackleford, of Missouri, was a 
compromise of twenty-nine good roads 
bills introduced during the present ses- 
sion of congress. It divides all high- 
wavs used in the rural free delivery 
mall service into three classes. Class 
A is to receitye $25 per mile a year, 
class B $20, amd class C $15. © The 
amendment was adopted by 132 to 39.

ceived with favor. A price of $180,000 is

Earnings, after charging interest on 
subsidiary companies’ bonds, together 
with interest on outstanding subsid- 
lary bonds, amounted to only $17,826,- 
975. After making the usual allow- 
wuuce Lor depreciation and other reg- 
ular fixed charges, including the sink. 
ing fund, net earnings were reduced 
to $12,108,415. 

A further deduction 
representing interest for the quarter 
on the outstanding issues, reduced the 
balance applicable to dividends to $4,-

have endeavored to destroy them, and 
for the purpose of destructive compe- 
tition have reduced prices of their 
machines in some localities below cost 
of production and distribution, while 
keeping prices up jn other localities. 

“Defendants have systematically 
bought wp patents upon harvesting 
machinery, tools and implements and 
acquired all new inventions therein in 
order thereby more effectually to per- 
petuate the combination and mo- 
nopoly.”

Chicago, April 30.—‘Grandfather’” 
laws of southern states which are de- 
clared to disfranchise thousands of ne- 
groes were condemned by the delegates 
to the fourth annual conference,of the 
National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People today. <A res- 
olution suggesting that these-tlaws be 
attacked in the United States supreme 
court was adopted.

White Citizens Praised. 

During the meeting generous praise 
was accorded promihent whtle citizens 
of the city who have shown an inter- 
est in the school, and encouraged its 
work, 

Dr. Jenkins, in his address, said in 
Part: 

“The wisest and best people of the 
south are the friends of the colored 
race. They do not believe in solving the 
probléms by amalgamation, coloniza- 
tion or transportation. They recognize 
the fact that the colored man has guf- 
fered wrongs; that he has rights, and 
that he has relations to the whites that 
cannot be disregarded without incalcu- 
lable hurt to both races. We are by 
no means unwilling to face the facts.” 

Then, taking up the wrongs of the 
race, he pointed out the evils o¢ slavery 
in the past, and the low wages of the 
present, combined with the fact that 
the negro cannot always obtain im- 
Partial justice. As to his rights, the 
speaker showed that slavery had done 
Ereat good for the race in giving them 
the Gospel and intellectual and mora? 
advantages, which he desired should 
continue. As to his relations with the 
white man, the speaker declared ‘that 
there should be a spirit of mutual co- 
operation, and denounced the efforts of 
carpet-baggers and vile politicians to 
antagonize the two races. He then laid 
Sreat stress on honor and character, 
without which, he said, the race could 
accomplish nothing.

PUBLICITY ASKED 
OF NEWSPAPERS 


Stringent Provision in Postal 
Bill—Rural Parcel Serv- 
ice Provided For. 


_ — 


Washington, April 30.—The perfected 
postoffice appropriation bill, as agreed 
upon after a session of the house which 
lasted until 7:50 o’clock tonight, con- 
tained several new features of legis- 
lation advocated by the democrats. 

One was an abrogation of the rule, 
described by democrats as a “gag” rule, 
which prevented federal employees in 
the postal service from complaining to 
congress of their treatment. 

The bill also contains a _ provision 
which would compel newspapers, mag- 
azines and other periodicals to publisp 
the names of their managing editors 
and stockholders who own stoc. valued 
at more than $50. 

The Barnhart bill also provides that 
all editorial or reading matter § for 
which -money has been received must 
be labeled ‘‘advertisement.”’ 

A compromise on the parcel post and 
express provisions occupied most of 
the time of debate. These questions 
are given to a committee of tnree sen- 
ators and three representatives for 
study and report to the next session 
of congress. 
> In the meantime a rural route par- 
cels post service is provided. Its rates 
are 6 cents for the first pound, and one 
cent for each additional pound up to 
eleven pounds. All of this mail matter 
is confined to rural route service. 

A general parcels post service of 12 
cents a pound for eleven pounds is 
contained in the bill.

Steamer Texas Strike Mine 
in Gulf of -Smyma 


Entrance of Gulf Was Mined 
by Turks to Protect Smyrna 
From Attack by Italians. 
The Texas Deviated From 
Course Marked by Pilot. 


Smyrna, April 30. — The steamer 
Texas, belonging to the Archipelago- 
American Steamship company, struck a] 
mine at the entrance to the Gulf. of 
Smyrna last evening and sank. 

One hundred and forty pcrsons on 
board were drowned. The Texas was 
flying the Turkish flag and was en- 
gaged in carrying mails from Constan- 
tinople to the Levant. 

It was first stated that the Texas 
was an American vessel, the’error aris- 
ing from the flact that she is part of 
the fleet of a local concern trading un- 
der the name of the Archipelago-Amer- 
ican Steamship company. 

The Gulf of Smyrna 1s one of the 
finest harbors in the Mediterranean, 
and Smyrna itself is:the principal sea- 
port of Asiatic Turkey. The entrance 
to the gulf was mined by Turkish au- 
thorities to protect the port against an 
attaek by the Itallan fleet. 

The Texas was a vessel of 261 tons 
net register, built at Newcastle, Eng- 
land, in 1888. She was at first called 
the Olympia, then rechristened the 
Marguerite, and finally received ihe 
name of the Texas. 

Ninety Passengers Rescued. 

Constantinople, April 30. — Ninety | 
passengers out of the 156 on board 
the Texas when she was blown up by 
a mine at the entrance to the Gulf of 
Smyrna last night were rescued, ac- 
cording to reports received here. 

It is alleged the disaster was due to 
the Texas deviating from the course 
indicated by the pilot boat preceding 
her through the mine field,

states, was authorized to fly the United 
States flag by the United States con- 
sul-general here, because the company 
was largely controlled by American in- 
terests.

‘WHEN SHIP SINKS 


Steamer Texas Strikes Mine 
in Gulf of Smyrna 


Entrance of Gulf Was Mined 
by Turks to Protect Smyrna 
From Attack by Italians. 
The Texas Deviated From 
Course Marked by Pilot. 


Smyrna, April 30. — The steamer 
Texas, belonging to the Archipelago- 
American Steamship company, struck a 
mine at the entrance to the Gulf. of 
Smyrna last evening and sank. 

One hundred and forty p¢rsons~ on 
board were drowned. The Texas was 
flying the Turkish flag and was en- 
gaged in carrying mails from Constan- 
tinople to the Levant. | 

It was first stated that the Texas 
Was an American veségel, the’ error aris- 
ing from the fact that she is part of 
the fleet of a local concern trading un- 
der the name of the Archipelago-Amer- 
ican Steamship company. 

The Gulf of Smyrna is one of the 
finest harbors in the Mediterranean, 
and Smyrna Itself is.the principal sea- 
port of Asiatic Turkey. The entrance 
to the gulf was mined by Turkish au- 
thorities to protect the port against an 
attaek by the Itallan fleet. 

The Texas was a vessel of 261 tons 
net register, built at Newcastle, Eng- 
in 1888. She was at'first called 
the Olympia, then rechristened the 
Marguerite, and finally received the 
name of the Texas. 

Ninety Passengers Rescued. 
Constantinople, April 30. — Ninety 
passengers out of the 156 on board 
the Texas when she was blown up by 
a mine at the entrance to the Gulf of 
Smyrna last night were rescued, ac- 
cording to reports received here, 

It is alleged the disaster was due to 
the Texas deviating from the course 
indicated by the pilot boat preceding 
her through the mine field. 

At the time of the anti-Greek boy- 
cott the fleet to which the Texas be- 
longed, and which consists of eight 
vessels bearing the names of American 
states, was authorized to fly the United 
States flag by the United States con-

It is therefore absolutely 
necessary in breeding poultry to study 
the shape of the breed that 
you are handling and so mate them 
together that they will produce chicks 
will conform to the requirements 
standard of perfection.

STEEL STATEMENT 
WAS SURPRISE 


the Statement Was 


Published. 


New York, April 30.—The hesitation 
and reaction which dominated opera- 
tions on the stock exchange*today were 
generally attributed to a variety of. 
causes or reasons. Foremost among 
them were the Massachusetts prima- 
ries, the possibility of another hitch in 
the negotiations between the railway 
managers and the engineers, the quar- 
terly statement of the United States 
Steel corporation and the government's 
weekly weather report, dealing with 
crop conditions in the more prominent 
cerea] producing states. The latter 
item confirmed recent discouraging ad- 
vices. 

The statement of the Steel corpora- 
tion, published after the close of busi- 
ness, was surprising in its unfavoraDie 
character.
